Immediately afler they 
teft, be anid, an apprentice and an 
old woman who had been sleeping 
in the front portion of the shop 
came to hia assistinee. They freed 
the bonds from his legs but left 
his hands stil ted together. It 
wna then the apprentice reported 
to him that the place was on fire. 

Detectives from the Station, fn-

that the. shop was practically bare 
of vany stock, and with this dis- 
covery, in the course of the morn- 
ing the Police decided to detain 
Lam Taze, the proprielor of the 
shop.
